THE NEW CHINESE ENVOY TO 
ENGLAND. 


We were enabled to publish in our issue 
of tho 6th instant, an announcement to the 
effect that. Teéng Chi-tsé, or the Marquis 
Tséng, had been appointed Minister to Great 
Britsin and France as suocessor to Kwoh ta 
Jen, the present Envoy, whose term of service 
oxpites in Janusry next. 

e haye every reason to credit the 
authenticity of’ the-source whence this in- 
formation was derived, and from what we 
have learnt of the antecedents and disposi- 
tion of the Minister elect, we feel sure that, 
from a social point of view, at least, the 
appointment is one that will give universal 
satisfaction, : be 

Possessed of hereditary rank of no mean 
order, and the descendant of an illustrious 
family, the son of 80 great a man us the late 
Tséog Kwoh-fan would naturally commend 
himeolf aso fitting representative of China 
‘in the West; but, apart from these consi- 
derations, the Marquis Tséng hes alread 
declared himself an avowed advooate of pro-” 
gress, and the fact that this open profession 
of pro-foreign. proclivities has not been a 


bar to his appointment may, we think, bo. 


accepted as an indication that his tendencies 
are not looked upon with disfavour by those 
with whom his appointment lies, 

Tetng Chi-tsd was born at Ch‘ang Sha- 
fa, capital of Hunan and his father’s native 
pisee, ia 1837, and is now, consequently, 
‘orty or forty-one years of age, e was 
created a ‘Liventiate by favour” in the 
fear 1860, and having passed an oxamina- 
tion on this footing in 1870 was presented to 
the’ Emperor and awarded. by special grace 

Fink of Secretary to a Board, being at 
the same time appointed ‘to do duty in 
the Ghénsi division of the Board of Revenue. 
Having obtained leave of absence, ho bes. 
came attached to the offices of the Governor- 
General of Chihli'and the’ Two Kiang suo. 
cessively, His father, the Grand Sccretary 
Teéng Kwoh-fan, whose name and reputa- 
tion are known to all who concern them- 
selves in any way with Chinese politios and 
history, died in 1872, and Tséng Chi+tsé 
was permitted by the Emperor to succeed to 
the title of how of the firat degree, or marquis, 

Which his father was invested, procecd~ 
ing to his native place to fulfil the period 
of mourning obligation. This period was 


-feompleted in June 1874, and the marquis 


set oF in September Blowing for Peking, 
but had not completed half-his journe 
when he received news of:his mother’s dea 
and had once more to return to observe a 
secon period of mourning. The twenty- 
seven months, which is the obligatory period 
‘of mourning for @ parent expired in January 
1877, and the marquis once more started for 
Peking, where he arrived about the middle 
of the year and was created an “‘expeotant 
of appointment to office as a Sub-Director of 
one. of the minor metropolitan offices, with 
rank of the 4th or 6th degree ;” the position 
he now holds, 

During the years of enforced retirement 
that the marquis was. compelled to.undergé, 
he oooupied much of his spare time with 
what his friends, no-doubt, considered a 
rofitless'and frivolous study for a man of. 
is position and expectations. He deter~ 
mined to teach himself English, and armed 
with « Nuttall’s dictionary, and, ssibly, 
some obsolete text book, set resolutely to 
work, . To those who are able to appre- 
ciate the enormous difference between the 
genius and construction of the Chinese 
and English Janguages, the task that the 
marquis had set himself to perform might 
well a @ gigantic, if not an impossible
